years. The process of purification at 
the outfalls has been accomplished by 
the action of lime and protosulphate of 
iron. At Crossness 1,000,000 gallons of 
sewuge were daily treated by precipita- 
tion, and the sludge, after being pressed 
into a convenient bulk, was distributed 
for agricultural purposes. In the re- 
port made at the last meeting of the 
Metropolitan Board it was stated that 
in March last the board decided that 
the experiment should be carried out 
on a larger scale. Apparatus was ac- 
cordingly set up for the treatment of 
9,000,000 gallons of sewage daily, and 
this considerable quantity having been 
dealt with every day for several months, 
the board is confirmed in the opinion 
that the method of treatment is satis- 
factory, and that it may with advan- 
tage be adopted for the whole of the 
sewage discharged into the River 
Thames. It may be mentioned that 
the total quantity of sewage treated 
during the year has been about 994,- 
000,000 gallons. The wet sludge ob- 
tained therefrom amounted to 30,614 
tons,which, on further settlement in the 
subsiding tanks, was reduced to 18,191 
tons. Of this quantity 16,747 tons were 
pressed into 5310 tons of sewage cake, 
the remaining 1444 tons being treated 
in various ways. About 3000 tons of 
the sewage cake have been supplied 
free of charge to farmers and others 
who have applied for it for agricultural 


purposes. 
Kansas City's Electric Road. 


In view of the fact that Los Angeles 
already has one electric street railroad, 
and that another is shortly to be built 
connecting ‘this city with San Gabriel, 
the people of this section are especially 
interested in this subject and like to 
compare notes with other cities that 
have tried the same experiment. In 
Kansas City an electric line has just 
been completed, and it is claimed 
rather too twadly that this is the only 
road of the kInd in the country operated 
in a street of general traffic. If the Los 
Angeles line is not on a street of gen- 
eral traffic it comes mighty near being, 
and when the main line building up 
Los Angeles street is. placed in opera- 
tion it will certainly silence Kansas 
City’s boast. The line in Kansas City 
is of the Henry patent—the same, we 
believe, as that adopted by the San 
Gabriel and Lus Angeles Rapid Transit 
Company. This makes the following 
description, taken from alate number 
of the Kansas City Journal, of special 
interest: 


After many days all difficulties have 
been surmounted and the Kansas City Elec- 
tric Railway, supplied with the Henry sys- 
tein of power, is in successful operation. 

There are two standpoints from which to 
measure the success of the system, i. e., 
that of. the general public and that of the 
operators of railways of all kinds. The 
people question concerning the speed and 
danger, while those interested in railway 
0 look to the cost and expense of opera- 

on. 

It is a general supposition that all elec- 
trical yng or machinery carry more 
or less danger in connection with them, bit 
in this case there is absolutely no danger to 
| with the car in any 
capacity. The unit measure of electrical 
power is a volt, and may be compared to 
steam pressure. An intensity of 1000 vo!ts 


is fatal to the ordinary man; 500 volts 


would ro be strong enough to kill an 
invalid. The power necessary for the elec- 
tric railway never exceeds 250 volts, and 
can under no circumstances prove fatal, 
even though the full intensity of, the shock 
were felt. The are light has an intensity of 
about 2000 volts, or about eight times the 
ety of the electric railway. There can 
no danger from lightning from the fact 
that the wires and motors are conductors 
and will carry off all surplus electricity to 
the ground. 
The working of the motor is simple, and 
such is the ease and readiness with which 
it can be handled that the car is under bet- 
ter control than on any other system. The 
rheostat, which is the same to a motor as a 
throttle-valve is to a steam engine, is oper- 
ated simply by the poe 3 of a crank, and 
power is thrown on or off by a touch. The 
reversing of asmall lever reverses the ac- 
tion of the motor, and so powerful is this 
action in connection with the brake that the 
car can be stopped within ten feet going at 
full speed. 

The road is operated by five dynamos 
which are capable of running eight cars 
loaded. There dynamos aré worked by an 
80-horse power Ball engine, while a 
similar engine is held as a reserve. 

The relative cost of the equipment of the 
electric railway and the cost of operating, 
as compared with the cable or, horse 
systems, is the principal point of superiority, 
and as Kansas City now has the only elec- 
tric railroad in the world which is operated 
on a street of general traffic, this point has 
interest to all. According tu the re- 
port of President Holmes; of the Chi- 
cago cable railway, the cost of construction 
and equipment of a cable is about 
$200,000 per mile, and they utilize 85 per 
cent. of the power to move the machinery 
and cable, and only 15 per cent. to move the 
ears and passengers. On the electric road 
80 per cent. of the power is directly applied 
to the car, while the cost of construction 
and equipment is only $40,000 per mile. A 
calculation made on this basis shows that 
the cost ot operation is about 50 per cent. of 
that of either the cable or horse system. 

The operation of the road with only two 
cars has proved that the pubite will accept 
the mode of transportation, for the cars 
were crowded on every trip, and many were 
standing in the rain waiting for an oppor- 
tunity to ride.

A Pugilistic Attorney Creates a Scene 
in Court—The Charges Against 
Counsellor Clarke—Im- 
poftant Land Suit.

SAN Francisco, July 22.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] In the examination before 
Police Judge Hornblower today, of John 
McKenzie, the insolvent stock broker, on a 
charge of felony-embezzlement in misap- 
propriating certain shares of stock, H. N. 
Clement, counsel for the prosecution, mis- 
construed a remark of W. W, Foote, coun- 
sel for defense, and directed a violent blow 
at Foote’s face. Foote dodged and picked 
up a chair, but was seized by bailiffs before 
he could use it. The encounter naturally. 
caused wild excitement for a time in the 
courtroom. Clement was arrested imme- 
diately and was charged at the City Prison 
with contempt. He afterward appologized 
to the Court and Foote, but was fined $50. 
COUNSELLOR CLARKE’S CONTEMPT. CASE. 

Two weeks ago the County Grand Jury 
summoned Alfred Clarke, clerk of Chief 
of Police and Police Commissioners, who 
is charged with loaning money to and 
shaving the notes of police officers and 
other public officers contrary to law. Clarke 
admitted that he had loaned money, but de- 
clined to produce his private books and pa- 
pers. Thereupon he was cited to show 
cause why he should not be punished for 
contempt. The matter came up before 
Judge Rearden today. District Attorney 
Stonehill and Assistant District M. 
Graves represented The People, and C. B. 
Darwin and O. P. Evans appeared as at- 
torneys for Clarke. After hearing all the 
facts in the case the Court took the matter 
under advisement until next Wednesday. 
The charges made against Clarke are of a 
serious nature, and to test their truth or 
falsity the Grand Jury desired to obtain 
control of his books.

DEATH OF A NOTED LAWYER.

THE ALIEN ACT. 


The Attorney-General’s Opinion as to 
Its Provisions. 

WASHINGTON, July 22.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Referring to a cable dis- 
patch from London in. regard to Attorney- 
General §Garland’s opinion on the Alien 
Act, it is stated that the opinion was given 
to the President some time ago. The Presi- 
dent had asked for an opinion at the request 
of certain perrsons connected with mining 
operations who were desirous of obtaining. 
information. The opinion never chanced 
to be given out for publication, although at 
no time regarded as a secret. It was given 
to the Associated Press tonight. The At- 
torney-General, in reply to the President, 
considers the various sections of the act of 
March 3d, 1887, at at length. His con- 
clusions are summed up as follows: - 

First—As mines are real estate, or in- 
habitable interests in real estate, it does not 
apply to them. 

ond—The stock in a corporation is 
rsonalty. An alien can lawfully have, 
old and own shares of stock issued by an 
American corporation, which is now the 
owner of mineral lands in a territory, but if 
the holding by an alien exceed 20 per cent. 
such corporation can neither acquire, hold, 
own, nor hereafter acquire real estate while 
more than 20 per cent. of the stock is held 
and owned by alians. 

Third—Under the act the advancement of 
money hereafter by aliens, for the purpose 
of developing mining property, is lawful 
but no interest in real esta can be acquired 
by such advancement, nor would an alien 
have any right to purchase the real estate 
or any interest therein on a loan made 
since the passage of the act, even if sold on 
his own security or lien. 

Fourth—Aliens may lawfully contract 
with American owners to work mines by 
— 2 contracts for hire or by bona fide 
eases for a reasonable time.

Lonpon, July 22.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] A dispatch from St. Paul 
de Landa, says: The Stanley expedition 
arrived May 28th, at the confluence of the 
Arnwhimi and Congo, between Bangolas 
Station and Stanley’s Falls. Only a. few 
were ill. Stanley made a camp on the 
heights bordering on the river bank of the 
Arnwhimi, commanding the surrounding 
country. The weather was fine, and pros- 
pects for re-victualing were favorable. On 
June 2d Stanley started for Wadelai with 
an escort uf five European officers and eight 
men, leaving the remainder under an 
officer in the camp on the Arn- 
whimi. It was thought it weuld take 
Stanley two months to reach Wadelai or 
meet Emir Bey’s camp. It was expected 
that the steamer Stanley, whose engine was 
greatly strained by the difficult passage up 
the river, would be able to start on June 3d 
to Leopoldville where she would repair. 
She would then reascend the river to Arn- 
whimi with stores left at Stanley’s Pool 
and the men left at Bolobo under Captain 
Barttelott.

Then dark days came. The history of his 
losses is but imperfectly known, but as he 
was deeply involved in the railroads of the 
far northwest in 1873 the causes of his losses 
may easily be surmised. Family troubles 
also weighed upon him. The Countess Pour- 
tales died suddenly while on a journey, and 
was buried in the chapel on “Opbir farm.” 
Her mother was so affected by this death that 
she soon followed, and not long after the 
Baroness de Bussiere died in New York city 
and was laid by her sister and mother. Young 
Ben Holliday bas since died and been laid to 
rest with them, but not till the property had 
passed to other hands, It is stated that of all 
the great enterpriser’s property none re- 
mained except his claim against the govern- 
ment, which is still unsettled. 

In 1866 he first presented the claim, for 
over $500,000—his losses by reason of the de- 
struction of his southern or Texas and Cali- 
fornia line at the beginning of the war and 
sums alleged to be due him on mail transpor- 
tation and other services, After much lobby- 
ing the committee on claims recommended a 
bu to pay him $526,739, but congress failed 
to pass it. In 1880 the committee recom- 
mended $321,154, and the senate reduced it to 
$100,000, but even the bill for that amount 
failed to pass. It has now been lobbied for 
and discussed in committee for ten years, and 
no allowance made. Whether hope deferred 
made his heart sick unto death we can only

BEN HOLLIDAY’'S CASTLE, 
Meanwhile “Ophir farm” and its cast; 
have passed tbrough equally tedious litigation. 
Mr. Holliday had deeded it to his wife in 
1871, with the understanding that she was to 
make a will giving it to him in case of her 


dying first. This gave rise to a suit, which 
the surrogate decided in his favor, and he 
then mortgaged the property to the Mutual 
Life Insurance company of New York. Her 
heirs contested the matter in the courts, but 
the insurance company won and have sold 
the place to Garrett Roach, son of the famous 
shipbuilder. John Roach had for a time 
some interest in it and was ~roceeding to 
finish the castle when bankruptcy and daun 
ended the project. Now the estate is about 
to change owners once more. The farm in- 
cludes about 700 acres, lying across the sum- 
mit between Long Island sound and the 
western plains of Westchester county; and 
from the windows of the castle, or mansion, 
one bas a magnificent view of the sound and 
of many miles of slope and valley westward. 
The building is a rather gloomy looking 
structure of dark gray granite, a square of 
130 feet side, with minor wings and annexes,

At a convenient distance stands 
the beautiful white stone chapel in which 
Mrs. Holliday worshiped (she being a Cath- 
olic), and in the vaults of which she and her 
son and her two daughters lie buried.

1 Finally, Dr. Rose Talbott has recent- 
1 ly taken charge of a elinie for the diseases 
peculiar to children. This clinic also is of 
great practical use to students. 

1 In conclu sion, it will not be an exaggera- 
a tion to state that between 1200 and 1500 dif- 
a _ ferent persons are now receiying the bene- 

— fits of the dispensary every year, and more 
than 6000 consultations are held annually. 
The benefits derived are in two directions, 
viz: the students have most admirable facil- 
ities for studying diseases as they actually 
exist, and immense numbers of the worthy 
poor of Los Angeles and vicinity are given 
professional attention and medicines free 
of all charge by this worthy institution.

ing that you were awa} ‘in the East 
engrossed later, ex- 
pecting to get an analysis o specimens 
of soil so that I could send with my 
observations an authentic statement 
of the very 33 properties of soil 
existing in the valley about Indio and 
Walters; the former situated twenty 
and the latter one hundred and ninety | 0 
feet below the level of the sea on the w 
line of the Southern Pacific Railroad in 
San Diego county. 

The peculiar conditions of extreme 
heat with a soil rich in all the elements 
ef plant growth, and an atmosphere 
absolutely dry during the whole year, 
does not exist elsewhere on the Ameri- 
ean continent. The valley about Indio 
and Walters is an anomaly in the 
United States. Shut off from the di- 
rect breezes of the Pacific Ocean by the 
San Jacinto Mountains on the west 
side of the valley, it basks in almost 
eternal sunshine. The cool coast air, 
heated and rarefied in passing over 
the arid wastes of San Bernardino and 
San Diego counties, rushes down 
through the San Gorgonio Pass and, 
striking the San Bernardino Mountains 
to the north and east, is deflected back 
to the west side of the valley, where its 
force is dissipated and lost in the 
torrid heat of this mountain-girt val- 

- In the central portion of this 
waliey there is a little belt of 
eountry about twenty miles long 
and from three to eight miles wide, 
1 adapted to the cultivation of 

date palm, and which, I believe, is 
ically the only place in the United 
tes where the date forms the 
chief food of millions of mankind in the 
Orient) can be raised with success and 
profit. The date palm is best grown in 
a sandy soil, strongly impregnated with 
, and it even rejoices in strong 
alkaline waters that render the culti- 
vation of many treesimpossible. It re- 
also a dry and continuous intense 
t from the period of bloom to the 
period of ripening to produce the best 
and most luscious dates. 

At some remote period inthe past 
the valley has been the bed of a fresh- 
water lake, and the 1 owth 
ef indigenous palm trees skirting 
mostly the base of the San Bernardino 
Mountains to the north, is all that re- 
mains, in all probability, of an almost 
tropical vegetation in some preceding 
age, when the Colorado tarried in this 
ence favored valley on its way to the 
ea. As the waters have receded by 


evaporation or diversion, the saline | town 


deposits have accumulated, and the 
extreme southern part of the valley is 
now a vast bed of salt. The portion of 
the valley around the south of Indio is 
certainly the earliest fruit section in 
the State; grapes ripen three weeks 
before those of the most favored 
Iocalities in other portions of 
California. The country between 
Walters and Indio and to the south- 
west of those stations will produce
